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Lifesaving Service——The wreck of 
the “Adventure,” only 300 yards off 
the coast of England, in 1789, when 
thousands helplessly watched the 
crew swallowed up one by one by the 
raging breakers, inspired the inven- 





tion of the first self-righting lifeboat. 
It also brought to public attention the 
dire need of a lifesaving service, with 
proper equipment. It was years later, 
however, before such a service was or- 
ganized anywhere. 

The first lifesaving station in the 
United States was established in 1807, 
by the Massachusetts Humane Society 
at Cohasset, Massachusetts. Later, the 
Government assisted them in extend- 
ing their work. 

It was not until after some terrible 
disasters, that the Government or- 


ganized, in 1871, the present Lifesav- 
ing Service. The equipment is com-~ 
plete and up-to-date and includes 
different types of boats—self-righting, 
self-bailing motor lifeboats, with 
numerous watertight compartments. 
In the event a boat is capsized the 
engine cuts off. They have also the 
Lyle gun which is used in an emer- 
gency to shoot a buoy with a cable 
700 yards, to stretch a line by which the 
occupants may be removed to the 
shore. 

Many men are kept constantly in 
the service to save the lives of men, 
but think how God has provided the 
lighthouse of His Word to be the soul- 
saving station. 

Darkness is referred to in the Bible 
only four times; that of existing at the 
time of creation, one of the plagues 
sent upon Egypt, again at the time of 
the convulsion of the earth when 
Christ was crucified, and then, figura- 
tively, the word is often used to ex- 
press ignorance or absence of true 
religion. It is also used to express sin 
and misery, as opposed to good and 
happiness. So in opposition to the 
last, the darkness of sin—the light of 
God’s Word is used to denote spiritual 
illumination of the mind and heart. 
Jesus Christ is called the Light of the 
world, because of His power of illumi- 
nating the mind of man and acting as 
the guiding beacon to His followers. 

The light from the lighthouse can 
be seen sometimes twenty-five miles 
away, but the light of Jesus shines 
all the way from glory, and lighteth 
every man that cometh into the world.

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:; God’s Seélf- Limitations 


Psa. 78:41, “Yea, they turned back 
and tempted God, and limited the 
Holy One of Israel.” 


God is a pure, free, independent, 
and illimitable Being. When we speak 
of God’s limitations, we speak of them 
as being a choice of God, and not a 
necessity. 

God has limited the revelation of 
Himself to man. 

Man is finite; God is infinite. Man 
is impotent; God is omnipotent. The 
Scripture declares, “His judgments 
and ways are past finding out,” and, 
“We know in part and prophesy in 

part.” The angels and celestial beings 

of heaven have visible access and 
audible communication with God. The 
light of God’s glory is approachable 
to them and unapproachable to us in 
the flesh. As to God’s spiritual con- 
tents, He has never been seen, nor 
can be seen, by man in the flesh. 
Even God’s divine and spiritual es- 
sence was imperceptible to Adam and 
Eve before the fall because they had 
a natural body and were sensible only 
to the material world. For the in- 
visible, unknowable, and transcen- 
dental God to reveal Himself to finite 
man, He must condescend to our 
realm of ideas and make Himself per- 
ceptible through material and tangi- 
ble means. 

When God appeared to Abraham 
in Genesis, chapter 18, it was said 
that three men appeared to him. God 
came in human form and communi- 
cated to Abraham. All through the 
Old Testament we read of God coming 
to His people in human form until 
the incarnation. We don’t read any- 
where, after the incarnation, of God 
coming to man in human form, only 
as Jesus manifest Himself to them. The 
theophanies had their fulfillment in 
the virgin birth, just as the sacrifical 
offerings had their fulfillment in the 
cross. 

The heavens declare the glory of 
God, but not His absolute essence. 
“The invisible things of him from the 
creation of the world are clearly seen, 
being understood by the things that 
are made, even His eternal power and 
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Godhead.” But the Greek word for 
“Godhead” is “Theiates”—divine like- 
ness. It is deity abstractly, and not 
“Theotes,” absolute essence of deity. 

God has limited the revelation of 
Himself in the Scripture. 

The Scripture is an imperfect me- 
dium of revelation because of the 
limitation of words. Words are in- 
struments to convey the thoughts of 
the mind to another person, and how 
we stagger and struggle to convey 
our ideas! God has limited the reve- 
lation of Himself to us in the Scrip- 
ture because our words are limited 
and imperfect tools of expression. God 
has found it peculiarly difficult to 
put spiritual truth into eartnly lan- 
guages. The common idiomatic ex- 
pressions of the people were used to 
express God’s revelation to man. The 
apostle Peter said, “It is joy unspeak- 
able and full of glory.” There is much 
more to God than words can express. 
Paul went to the third heaven and 
heard sayings that were unutterable. 
He couldn’t find words to convey the 
sayings of the spiritual world. 

God has limited Himself in the in- 
carnation of Jesus Christ. 

God was manifest in the flesh. He 
took upon Himself the habits and 
customs of man through Jesus Christ, 
to save us. God in Christ was limited 
to man’s conditions of life. The King 


‘of Glory became a slave to all. The 


rich One became poor. The Judge of 
all became the sin-bearer of all hu- 
manity. He was born as a man, lived 
as a man, died and was buried as a 
man. Christ became limited to man’s 
sphere of life, that we might be lifted 
to the sphere and life of God. 

God limits Himself to our faith. 

He has promised to all who believe 
eternal life. A soul can not be saved 
from sin and have the favor of God 
without faith. “Without faith it is 
impossible to please God.” The chil- 
dren of Israel had to look with faith 
on the brazen serpent in order to be 
healed. The thief had to say with 
words of faith, “Remember me when 
thou comest into thy kingdom,” be- 
fore Christ could say, “This day shalt 


thou be with me in paradise.” The 
two blind men who followed Jesus 
and desired healing had to say, “Yea, 
Lord, I believe,” before Christ touched 
their eyes. The woman who had the 
issue of blood for twelve years had 
to exercise faith by pressing through 
the crowd,and touching His garment, 
before healing virtue went out of 
Him. The children of Israel had to 
give evidence of their faith in God’s 
destruction of Jericho by their 
marching around the walls and shout- 
ing. There are thousands of people 
who are sick and God desires to heal 
them, but He has limited Himself to 
our faith. If souls are saved, we must 
believe; if revivals come to our 
churches, we must believe. The lame 
man at the gate called Beautiful, had 
been in church and in the presence 
of God all his life—God didn’t heal 
him, because He had limited Himself 
to the faith of men. One day two 
men came along with the power that 
broke God’s bonds of limitation, and 
he was gloriously delivered. 

God has limited the evangelization 
of the world to the Church—the peo- 
ple of God. 

The Lord said to Amos (3:7), 
“Surely the Lord will do nothing.” He 
limited His work to the prophet. If 
we fail to get the people saved, they 
are lost. Jesus gave the commission, 
“Go ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature.” God 
gave us the message to bear unto the 
heathen, and if we fail, God’s work 
is foiled and His purpose defeated, 
because He is limited to us. God nor 
the angels are preaching to them, so 
if they are converted we will be the 
tools used by God. The knowledge of 
Christ and salvation is deposited in 
the Church; if we padlock the door, 
the heathen will go on in ignorance 
and unbelief. Paul asked the question, 
“How shall they hear without a 
preacher?” God is waiting for us to 
preach, pray, and visit the sick. 

God has limited Himself to our 
prayers. 

Prayerlessness, like a mighty dam,

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DRUNKENNESS AND THE UNGODLY LIQUOR TRAFFIC 

“Wine is a mocker, strong drink is raging: and whoso- 
ever is deceived thereby is not wise,” Prov. 20:1. STRONG 
DRINK IS RAGING—raging and running rampant 
throughout the land. With the population of the U. S. 
estimated, in 1947, at 142,000,000, authenticated records 
show that there are in the United States now 58,250,000 
drinkers. Think of it! over fifty-eight millions of heavy 
and moderate drinkers. This is alarming! and the num- 
ber is constantly climbing, showing an increase of 35.8 
per cent increase from 1940 to 1945. Already, 3,750,000 
have become addicts, or problem drinkers; 750,000 definite 
alcoholics. None of us ‘are able to imagine the gigantic 
sum of $8,700,000,000. Approximately nine billions of dol- 
lars was spent last year (1946) for alcoholic beverages— 
per drinker the sum of $149.33. It is estimated that there 
are 1,000,000 barmaids serving this terrible, destructible rot 
that makes men and women inhuman. Alcohol is a poison; 
it is a dehydrant; it destroys vital body tissue, robs man 
of his reason—the God-given quality of the brain—and 
unleashes the brute nature in him, causing him to com- 
mit heinous crimes of various kinds. Citation after cita- 
tion could be given as proof, but why give it? you face 
the fact everywhere; your newspapers carry the stories, 
at least, some of them; not all, however; it is too common. 
In my paper today, the Cleveland Daily Banner, on the 
front page is an account of a nude woman running down 
the streets in Toronto, Canada. When asked by an officer 
where her clothes were, she answered that clothes were 
not necessary as she was invisible. The next day she ad- 
mitted to the judge that she had been drinking the eve- 
ning before. She was given a suspended sentence. The 
matter was passed by lightly as only another happening, 
just as it is too often done here in the States. 

Whiskey and other strong drink was responsible for 
600,000 divorces in the U. S. in 1946. It has always been 
known as a home-breaker, destroyer of love and happi- 
ness, leaving wives heartbroken, suffering from hunger, 
and children undernourished, nervous, living in constant 
fear and dread; with hopes blighted, and a very slim 
chance in life. When you think of the six hundred thou- 
sand homes blasted to ruins by drink last year, it is 
enough to make every one of us Christians rise up and say, 
“I must do something about this terrible evil in our land.” 
It has been said, “The liquor crowd would destroy the 
church if they could, and the church could destroy the 
liquor menace if they would.” The liquor traffic, with all 
its destructive elements, has no right to exist in our civili- 
zation. It is an enemy of righteousness; it is a shame 
and reproach to any nation. 


Authentic Statistics 

Authentic statistics show further, that since the repeal 
of the 18th Amendment, when we lost to the wets, there 
have been many local option elections; to be exact, 20,469, 
and in those the drys have won 12,519 and lost to the 
wets 7,950. Of the 3,070 counties in the United States, 
1,054 have voted dry since the repeal. There are 95 coun- 
ties in Tennessee and 86 of them are now dry. That is, 
with no hard liquor. All the counties in the State have 
beer sold in them, and so far there is not a county where 
the citizens are allowed to vote on beer. 
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What We Can Do About It 

Yes, surely we can pray, and if you have a case of 
drunkenness in your own family, you will pray most 
earnestly and sincerely; but we can also put legs to our 
prayers. Notice, I did not say, “What can we do about 
it?” but, “What we can do about it.” If there were in 
your yard a poisonous snake, which would likely bite your 
wife or children, you would do something about it. If an 
old libertine, a sex-perverter, were slipping around your 
home and you knew he would attack your wife, your 
daughter, or sister the very first opportunity he had, you 
would do something about it. I know you would. Now 
consider alcohol. Our physicians tell us it is a poison, it 
is labelled as such by medical science. It is a dangerous 
chemical, which weakens man’s system and pulls him 
into its clutches. In the Orient they have a proverb that 
goes thus: “The man takes a drink, then the drink takes 
a drink, and then the drink takes the man.” How true that 
is! We know it is a poison, and yet we do nothing about 
it. It makes men commit the most heinous crimes, and 
yet we do nothing about it. Two-thirds of all men behind 
the bars today, are there because of intoxicating drink, 
to say nothing of the other homes destroyed by it, and 
yet we do nothing about it. The Bible teaches that no 
drunkard will enter heaven; we are interested in the 
salvation of men’s souls, yet we let this cursed fluid flow 
by the millions of gallons through our cities, towns, ham- 
lets, and roadsides, to destroy our sons and daughters 
in torment, and now, tell me, just what have you done 
about it? What a curse intoxicating liquor is. It is the 
stimulant and an accessory, and many times the entire 
cause, of almost all the major crimes committed. Can we 
do something about it? We can pray, we can work, and 
we can vote the way we pray. 

The old Anti-Saloon League ‘nas, for these many years, 
been working, doing its bit. Let’s help them. The Wom- 
en’s Christian Temperance Union has effectively done a 
great work exposing the evils of liquor; we could help 
them. There are numbers of organizations and groups 
which space would not permit the recognition of at this 
time, but I would like to mention briefly two others; 
namely, the National Prohibition Party, and the National 
Temperance Movement, Incorporated. 

The National Prohibition Party. First, let me say, frank- 
ly, I do not want it even to appear that I would by any 
means be attempting to tell you how you should vote, for 
I know “we be brethren” from all the various parts of the 
country, rocked in different political cradles, and, for the 
most part, have our minds made up politically, or at least 
claim our rights as American citizens, that no one should 
tell us how to vote. Others, especially in certain foreign 
countries, will never know how we appreciate our liberties. 
We cannot tolerate dictatorial suggestions as to how to 
vote, if we vote; and there lies one of the great problems 
in America. Too many of the Christian people do not 
vote, for if most all the Christians would band together 
and vote, we could carry any issue in this country, not 
that we are so many, but there will always be sons and 
daughters of Christians among the unsaved to vote right 
to make it a success. I still feel that the Christians hold 
the key to the balance of power in our nation, even though 
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we are classified with the United Nations as a pagan 
nation. We are citizens; we share in the benefits of this 
great nation, and likewise suffer the evils thrust upon 
it by the liquor crowd. 

The Prohibition Party offers the highest type of clean 
administration of our government affairs. They have, for 
this next coming election, renominated to the candidancy 
of President of the United States of America, the Honor- 
able Claude A. Watson, of Los Angeles, California. I am 
not acquainted with their candidate for Vice-President, 
but I have known Mr. Watson for several years. I met 
him first in Columkus, Ohio, at the Constitutional Con- 
vention of the National Association of Evangelicals, where 
he and a proverbial Philadelphia lawyer, Mr. J. Williston 
Smith, were the attorneys that served on the Constitution 
Committee, furnishing the legal advice and assistance in 
completing the constitution, which, when presented to 
the body, was accepted in its entirety. It was my privilege 
and responsibility to serve on this Constitution Committee, 
and there I learned to appreciate Attorney Watson for 
his sincerity and ability. Mr. Watson is a member of the 
Board of Directors of the National Association of Evan- 
gelicals and I have met with him in board meetings on 
various occasions. I believe him to be a sincere Christian 
gentleman, with a zeal for righteousness. Incidentally, Mr. 
Watson is acquainted with some of our people in Cali- 
fornia. Our state overseer secured his services in a special 
case, in higher court, where we felt we were right, and 
he was able to help the court to see it that way. Thank 
you, Mr. Watson. Now, brethren, you are at liberty, as you 
know, and privileged to use your own convictions in re- 
gard to what you do. 

The National Temperance Movement, Incorporated. This 
is an organization operating in almost every state in the 
Union, for the purpose of presenting a vigorous, sensible, 
intelligent, constructive, modern, realistic approach to 
the alcoholic problem. It is entirely a “new approach.” 
The various states have their own respective organiza- 
tions, and yet affiliated with the national organization, 
and effectively carrying forward the program. For in- 
stance, in Tennessee they are organized under the name 
of the United Dry Forces of Tennessee, Inc. They offer 
membership to church organizations and solicit the co- 
operation of all churches and civic groups to unite all 
possible forces against the curse of drink and its evil 
effects on humanity. They have several outstanding 
scientists, physicians, religious leaders, and educators 
helping in this movem2nt. They are also trying hard to 
get the educational systems to adopt into our school text- 
books again the essential facts concerning the evils of 
alcohol, so that those facts will appear, along with the 
other scientific matters to be learned in their lessons, 
to protect our children and prepare a future generation 
to be scientifically informed and righteously armed with 
truth against this menace to our country. 

This week we had the privilege of hearing Dr. W. Earl 
Hotalen, field director of the National Temperance Move- 
ment, Inc., speak to us at our college, and also to the 
North Cleveland Church of God. Brother Jernigan, our 
General Overseer, with the brethren at Headquarters, 
invited Rev. Mr. Hotalen to address our Supreme Council 
in their next session in March. After Reverend Hotalen’s 
address to the student body and faculty, I heard one of 
our professors enthusiastically say, “Wasn’t that a great 


message!” 
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The National Temperance Movement, Inc. is nonpoliti- 
cal, and invites the co-operation of all, regardless of your 
political persuasions. 

Another way we ministers can help, is to preach more 
sermons against the ungodly liquor traffic, with all its 
evils, then we can support our words with works—vote as 
we have preached. I realize, Brother Ministers, that we 
cannot go all-out politically, without jeopardizing our in- 
fluence and greatly hindering our sacred calling, but, like 
Isaiah of old, we must cry out against the evils of our 
nation, and, being beneficiaries of the good of our blessed 
land, we surely must feel a corresponding responsibility 
to secure the best for everyone. I know the answer of the 
liquor crowd. I heard Clarence Darrow in his debate with 
Congressman Upshaw, of Georgia, in the city Memorial 
Auditorium in Chattanooga, when he said in so many 
words to Mr. Upshaw, “You.and your Sunday School 
crowd leave us alone. If you want to go to Sunday School 
you can go, but we want to do what we please. If we 
want to drink liquor, that is our business.” That, of 
course, sounds fair at first thought, but the facts are 
different. When we go to Sunday School and church, we 
come away with a greater determination to be a blessing 
to our children, our friends and neighbors, and whole- 
heartedly give ourselves to this endeavor; but when the 
late Mr. Darrow’s crowd spends Saturday nights drinking 
and carousing around, they, half blinded and crazy under 
the influence of liquor, drive their cars right over our 
children going to Sunday School. They commit murder 
and every sin mentioned in the Bible. They have no care 
for anyone, apparently. So they will not let us alone. The 
drink-crazed inhuman creatures, made so by the un- 
leashing of their beastly natures by alcohol, are adding 
nothing to civilization. They fill our jails and asylums 
and cost our nation annually billions and billions of dol- 
lars, therefore you can readily see that it is not true— 
if we let them alone, they will let us alone. They can’t. 
The drunks can’t exist without. evil effects on themselves 
and others. “Who hath woe? who hath sorrow? who hath 
contentions? who hath babbling? who hath wounds with- 
out cause? who hath redness of-eyes? They that tarry long 
at the wine: they that go to seek mixed wine” (Proverbs 
23:29, 30). The Bible utters the most threatening warn- 
ings against drunkenness, promising woe and punishment 
to those who fall into its snare. 

Voting 

You know that it is right to preach against liquor, and 
for the laymen to talk against it, then why would it be 
wrong to express yourself on paper against liquor and the 
ungodly destructive effects of all strong drinks? Yes, on 
paper, by ballot, or ballot machine, in any way, register 
your opposition. You know you should. Our Minutes states 
that you should vote, if you can do so with a clear con- 
science. Is it possible that you have neglected your duty 
in voting and then tried to ease your conscience by say- 
ing that it was for conscientious reasons you had not 
voted? Really, it is too easy to become busy with other 
things and think that voting is not important. God knows 
all things and we shall have to stand before Him some 
day, and God help us to do what we should. If you can’t 
do more than pray, then by all means do pray. You, I 
hope, are one whose family has not been touched by the 
curse of alcohol, but if so, you should pray the harder 
to help the rest of us who have known the sorrow of seeing 
loved ones ruined by drink. 
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Do Others Hturt

Offences Must Needs Come 

Yes, our Lord permits them to hap- 
pen or come into the midst of breth- 
ren so as to put the acid test on our 
righteousness and so God can set 
forth, on a pedestal, the UNRIGHT- 
EOUS. 1 Cor. 11:19, “For there must 
be also heresies among you, that they 
which are approved may be made 
manifest (or known) among you.” 
In times of offences we are told to 
“mark them which cause divisions 
and offences.” If you will mark them, 
you will find in many, many cases 
that the person in the wrong is the 
one who claims to be offended. Paul 
tells us in Rom. 16:17, 18, that we 
should “avoid them,” for they are 
such that serve not our Lord Jesus 
Christ, but their own belly (want 
their own way); and by good words 
and fair speeches deceive the hearts 
of the simple. 


“Feelings Hurt” at the Preaching 

of the Word 

Jesus gave warning to His disciples 
about offences, and that among the 
“little ones”; but the greatest warn- 
ing was in Matthew’s record concern- 
ing the LAST’ DAYS. This reference 
is certainly meant to all Christian 
people and not just to the Jews. “And 
then shall many be OFFENDED, and 
shall betray one another, and shall 
hate one another,” Matt. 24:10. Again, 
Jesus spoke of offences. Matt. 18:7, 
“Woe unto the world because of of- 
fences! for it MUST NEEDS BE THAT 
OFFENCES COME.” 

If you, as a minister of the glorious 
gospel of Christ, preach what the 
Lord Jesus Christ sent you to preach, 
you are going to offend, but do not 
let these habitual offended get you 
down, even if they come to you in 
tears. The law the Lord Jesus insti- 
tuted in Matthew 18, to aid 
Christians to settle their differences, 
does not apply to the minister when 
people get offended at the preaching 
of the Word. You cannot, utterly can- 
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not, preach the same message the 
Lord Jesus taught and _ preached, 
without offending, because Jesus was 
always and forever offending some- 
one. However, I want you to notice 
the attitude He took in regard to 
claims made upon Him of offending 
some who heard His preaching. Let 
us consider our first example upon 
the occasion of the Pharisees and 
scribes encountering Him about His 
disciples eating without washing their 
hands. Jesus upbraided them for their 
sins and faults, and immediately His 
disciples came to Him and_ said, 
“Knowest thou that the Pharisees 
were OFFENDED, after they heard 
this saying?” But He answered and 
said, “Every plant, which my heaven- 
ly Father hath not planted, shall be 
rooted up. LET THEM ALONE: they 
be blind leaders of the blind. And 
if the blind lead the blind, both shall 


' fall into the ditch.” I know of people 


today who are down in this same old 
dirty ditch, down there just wallow- 
ing around, minus the sense of a 
hog, not offering to get up to be fed 
the truth of God’s Word. 

These fanatical Pharisees were for- 
ever getting their feelings hurt at the 
preaching of Christ. People today who 
get hurt at the preaching of the 
Word of God are certainly in this 
class, and should be treated like Je- 
sus treated these Pharisees—LET 
THEM ALONE. This cures many folk, 
but some never get well. Jesus went 
so far as to bestow a blessing upon 
those who do not get offended, and 
thousands of Church of God folk 
have this blessed experience today. 
Matt. 11:6, “And blessed is he, who- 
soever shall not be offended in me.” 


Please draw the curtain and look 
upon the scene. The people who “re- 
ceived the seed (Word of God) into 
stony places, the same is he that 
heareth the word, and anon with joy 
receiveth it; yet hath he not root in 
himself, but dureth for a while: for 
when tribulation or persecution aris- 


eth BECAUSE OF THE WORD, by 
and by HE IS OFFENDED,” Matt. 
13:20, 21. 

Again, the apostle Peter warns us 
of those who get offended at the 
Word of God. 1 Peter 2:8, “And a 
stone of stumbling, and a rock of 
offence, even to them which stumble 
at the word, being disobedient; 
whereunto also they were' appointed.” 

Listen, a real Christian will not be 
getting his feelings hurt at the WORD 
OF GOD, but will be ready to receive 
the Word with gladness, and will have 
a love in his heart for it. Psa. 119:165, 
“Great peace have they which love 
thy law; and nothing shall offend 
them.” The great apostle Paul said 
he exercised (practiced) so as to have 
a “conscience void (or empty) of of- 
fence.” If people everywhere took this 
same exercise today, many of our 
churches would be running instead 
of crawling, or flying instead of walk- 
ing. This “hurt-feeling” crowd is a 
hindrance and threat to the salvation 
of lost sinners. 

Ministers, don’t be afraid you will 
hurt someone’s feelings by preaching 
the Word, because if you do you will 
have done the thing the Lord Jesus 
Christ Himself did on many occasions. 
Some of His disciples went back from 
following Him simply because His 
sayings were too hard. John 6:60, 61, 
66, “Many therefore of his disciples, 
when they had heard this, said, This 
is an hard saying; who can hear it? 
When Jesus knew in himself that his 
disciples murmured at it, he said un- 
to them, Doth this offend you? From 
that time many of his disciples went 
back, and walked no more with him.” 
Now, if two or three left because of 
your preaching, remember they left 
while Jesus was preaching, too. Don’t 
let this alarm you! Keep shooting the 
gospel gun, until you get results. 

When Jesus went back to His home 
town to preach and to be a blessing 
to His townspeople and kinsmen, He 
was hindered because of offences. 
The people became offended at His 
sayings. 

Matt. 13:57, 58, “And they were of- 
fended in him. But Jesus said unto 
them, A prophet is not without hon- 
our, save in his own country, and in 
his own house. And he did not many 
mighty works there because of their 
unbelief.” 

Certainly the wise man knew what 
he was talking about when he said,

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Prayer: Can We Live a Christian Life 


Text, “And he spake a parable unto 
them to this end, that men ought 
always to pray, and not to faint,” 
Luke 18:1. 

Prayer is one of the most solemn 
and important duties commanded in 
the Scriptures, and demands.a serious 
and careful investigation. It is one 
of the weapons with which Christ has 
equipped His followers. In the text 
we have a command to pray. To dis- 
obey this command the joy bells will 
cease to ring in our hearts. Yes, we 
become fainthearted, and yield to 
temptation. Jesus says, “Watch and 
pray, that ye enter not into tempta- 
tion.” Prayer is, in scripture, ex- 
pressed by the term “calling upon 
God,” as in Abraham’s case, “And 
Abraham planted a grove in Beer- 
sheba, and called there on the name 
of the Lord, the everlasting God.” 
Paul said, “That in every place call 
upon Jesus Christ our Lord.” This 
means in the church house, in the 
home, in the secret closet, on the 
street, in the shop, on the farm, in 
the store; in fact, pray wherever you 
may be. Again, Christ says, “Ask and 
it shail be given you.” “All things, 
whatsoever ye shall ask in prayer, be- 
lieving, ye shall receive.” 

Thus, in the above _ scriptures, 
prayer is in the form of asking. Prayer 
in its every exercise is admirably 
adapted to preserve a knowledge of 
the true God, and to keep man’s er- 
ratic mind from running into idolatry. 
Prayer promotes a sense of our de- 
pendence on God. It promotes devo- 
tion, and it helps the exercise of 
faith. 

Then, secret prayer is enjoined in 
the Scripture. Let us appeal to Christ 
on this subject. He says, “But thou, 
when thou prayest, enter into thy 
closet, and when thou hast shut thy 
door, pray to thy Father which is in 
secret; and thy Father which seeth in 
secret shall reward thee openly.” 

Relative to Christ we are told, “And 
in the morning, rising up a great 
while before day, he went out, and 
departed into a solitary place, and 
there prayed.” I believe every Chris- 
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tian should have a secret place of 
prayer. The spirit of the command 
requires it. Without it prayer will be 
neglected. 

Then, family prayer demands at- 
tention, for it is the original form of 
worship. Noah built an altar and wor- 
shiped God when he came out of the 
ark. That was family worship in the 
form of praying. Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob built altars, and prayed to the 
Lord in all places where they pitched 
their tents. Paul says, ‘“‘And, ye fathers, 
provoke not your children to wrath: 
but bring them up in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord.” The 
terms “nurture” and “admonition” 
must mean family prayer, for a com- 
mand to do a thing includes the use 
of the best means to accomplish its 
end, and one of the best means is 
family prayer. 

Next, public prayer is most clearly 
enjoined in the Bible. It was common 
among the Jews, incorporated by the 
apostles. It is settled that all their 
meetings were commenced by offer- 
ing prayers to God. We have the ac- 
count of many Bible characters who 
lived a life of prayer, and I believe 
we should imitate the One worthy of 
imitation, which is Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Jesus didn’t teach the disciples 
how to preach, but He taught them 
to pray. To know how to talk to God 


is better than knowing how to speak 
to men. We must tarry with God first, 
and give Him time to train us. Power 
with God first, then with men. The 
Bible says, “They that wait upon the 
Lord shall mount up.” The word 
“wait” in this scripture means we are 
not in a hurry, we have plenty of 
time. So we tarry, wait, and continue 
to pray. 

True prayer takes hold of God’s 
strength, and opens heaven’s gates. 
One of the greatest things one can 
do is to pray. Real prayer cannot be 
overdone. The best fire ever made 
would be out within twenty-four 
hours without adding more fuel. So 
it is with our Christian experience. 
We may have a bright and deep ex- 
perience with God, but if we fail to 
stop at the filling station and take 
on a new supply of fuel, our power 
will diminish, and our experience with 
God will have leaked out. Prayer is 
not only the act of calling upon God, 
or asking God, but is also making 
love to God. 

“Finally, brethren, whatsoever things 
are true, whatsoever things are 
honest, whatsoever things are just, 
whatsoever things are pure, whatso- 
ever things are lovely, whatsoever 
things are of good report; if there 
be any virtue, and if there be any 
praise, think on these things.” 











Are You Sowing Good Seed?

Text: Mark 4:14, “The sower soweth 
the word.” 

Well, there are many people who 
are good sowers, and sow the seed; 
but there is just a few who will re- 
ceive the Word of God. They will turn 
a deaf ear when a good preacher is 
preaching the Word. 

We read in St. Matthew 13:19, 
“When any one heareth the word of 
the kingdom, and understandeth it 
not, then cometh the wicked one, and 
catcheth away that which was sown 


in his heart. This is he which re- 
ceived seed by the way side.” 

Do we let the devil come in and 
destroy that which God has planted 
in our hearts? Do we hear? Do we 
accept the Word and read it as we 
should? 

We need to bring forth fruit and 
be grounded and rooted in Christ, 
and forget not to pray and read His 
Word. We must take heed and listen 
to His voice. We know not when evils

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It is a strange story and yet it is 
really true. It happened this way. My 
co-worker and I were driving along 
the nothern part of British Columbia. 
Everything seemed to go wrong to 
delay us and we were late for our 
stop at the gas station. It was already 
closed. We went for a room, but there 
was no room. “Sorry, you’re too late! 
We just rented our last room.” We 
drove to the next town and got lodg- 
ing for the night. This was about 
twelve miles away. In the morning 
we decided to drive to meet the train 
and I would travel on alone, because 
on the North Line the towns are 
scattered, and we had an appoint- 
ment for that night and, as we could 
not buy gas, we couldn’t travel far on 
an empty gas tank. When we arrived 
at the station to buy my ticket, the 
station agent said, “Sorry, ma’am, 
but you’re just two minutes late.” 


Two minutes late for the office! 
Two minutes late for school! Two 
minutes late for heaven! What a 
dreadful thing to happen! Too many 
these days postpone eternal values. 
Yes, they often sit in church and 
hear God’s Word, but they just say, 
“Some other day—not now.” 

The Bible says: “Today is the day 
of salvation,” and, “Now is the ac- 
cepted time.” We are promised only 
the present time. We have no guaran- 
tee for tomorrow. Beware! Take care, 
or you may be just two minutes late. 

Matt. 24:44, “Be ye also ready: for 
in such an hour as ye think not the 
Son of man cometh.” 

Amos 4:12, “Prepare to meet thy 
God.” 

The first and foremost question we 
ask is, 


Who Is Ready for Christ’s Coming? 
1. Not the Self-righteous 


Prov. 14:12, “There is a way which 
seemeth right unto a man, but the 
end thereof are the ways of death.” 

Eccles. 11:9, “Rejoice, O young man, 
in thy youth; and let thy heart cheer 
thee in the days of thy youth, and 
walk in the ways of thy heart, and 
in the sight of thine eyes: but know 
thou, for all these things God will 
bring thee into judgment.” 

You may think everything is going 
all right and nothing can ever go 
wrong with you, but you just watch 
out. “Be sure your sin will find you 
out.” You can hide ‘your fault from 
your neighbor, you may hide it from 
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your family, but you can’t hide it from 
God, and you will have to face it 
some day. 

Do you know, friends, some people 
are like that old dirty hen house in 
the back yard—the walls are covered 
with lice, fleas,- cobwebs and filth. 
The farmer goes out and takes a 
look. “Guess I’d better clean up a 
bit. I’ll go get the whitewash and I'll 
cover it all up.” So he slaps on a 
little whitewash and says he did the 
best he could. Friends, doing the best 
you can will never save you. That is 
just the whitewash. Whitewash never 
washes white. We’ve got to be washed 
white. The self-righteous man or 
woman is a whitéwashed sinner, that 
is all. 


Heb. 9:25, “It is appointed unto man 
once to die, and after that the judg- 
ment.” We must face the judgment 
one way or the other—as a sinner 
washed white in the blood of Cal- 
vary’s Lamb, or as a sinner. There 
is no alternative. 


What did Solomon say to the young 
man? “For all these things.” What 
things? For following your own de- 
sires in preference to God’s will. “For 
all these things God will bring you 
into judgment.” 


This reminds me of the parable of 
the rich young ruler. He came in- 
quiring how he might get real, last- 
ing joy and life. Jesus told him by 
keeping the commandments. There 
was no flaw there, for he said, “All 
these things have I kept from my 
youth up.” Jesus didn’t condemn him 
for this. He had kept the letter of 


the law, and as far as the law was 
concerned he was blameless. Jesus 
said unto him (notice these words), 
“Go and sell that thou hast, and give 
to the poor, and follow me.” This was 
too great a sacrifice. This was a task 
almost too hard. for this young man. 
We read, “He went away sorrowful: 
for he had great possessions.” 

No, just a “think so” salvation is 
not enough. Just a “hope so,” or “do 
the best you can and you'll get to 
heaven” is insufficient. We must 
know now where we will stand in 
eternity. 


2. Not the Natural Man 


In Luke 12, I am reminded of a 
story Jesus told of a man who was 
rich and his crops were extra good. 
He said he would tear down his barns 
and build larger ones. But listen to 
God’s decree: “Thou fool, this night 
thy soul shall be required of thee: 
then whose shall those things be, 
which thou hast provided?” Who 
shall have them? It is impossible to 
take them with you. 

The natural man is too busy to 
take time for religion. He has time 
to drive, to visit his friends, and get 
all the gossip of the town. He has 
time to play golf or a game with 
friends, or go to a tea party; but no 
time for God. God told Israel through 
the prophet Amos, “Prepare to meet 
thy God.” He says to you today, “Pre- 
pare to meet thy God.” You may have 
no time for the Bible or prayer now, 
but when will you have any more 
time? Don’t put it off. Eternal values 
are more important than a few cents 
in the bank or a few hours of pleas- 
ure. Who knows—if you continue 
even today, you may be called as was 
this young man, “Thou fool, this 
night thy soul shall be required of 
thee.” 


These Shall Go 

Heb. 9:28, “To them that look for 
him shall he appear the second time 
without sin unto salvation.” He is 
coming for a prepared people—a peo- 
ple who are- washed white in the blood 
of the Lamb. “Be ye also ready, for 
in such an hour as ye think not the 
Son of man cometh.” 

Heb. 9:22, “Without the shedding 
of blood there is no remission.” Jesus 
shed His blood on Calvary, not for 
the rich and mighty, but for the 
“whosoever.” John 3:16, “For God so 
loved the world (red and yellow, rich 
and poor), that he gave his only be- 
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gotten Son (who died on Calvary’s 
cross for you and me), that whoso- 
ever believeth in him should not per- 
ish, but have everlasting life.” Are 
you ready, waiting, and longing for 
Him to come? 


Two Sides 

On which side are you? On the one 
side we have the inside, and on the 
other, the outside. In the story of the 
ten virgins, we have five on the in- 
side and five on the outside. What 
was the difference? Were they not 
all virgins—clean, moral people? Yes, 
they were all virgins. They were all 
looking for the bridegroom. They 
were all sleeping, but they all heard 
the call and awoke and prepared to 
go. But note the difference. Five had 
their lamps burning and extra oil, 
while the lamps of the others were 
out and they had no extra oil. 

Some people try to live on past 
experiences. They say, “Let me live 
as I will, what I had once will last 
for eternity.” Friends, beware. Be 
careful. The five foolish virgins let 
the oil go too low and as a result 
their lamps went out, and as a result 
they were left outside. On which side 
of the door will you be when Jesus 
comes? It will depend’ on what you 
are doing now. Have you got the oil 
in your lamp, burning within you? 
Jesus is the “Light of Life.” If He 





dwells there, the lamp will burn and 
you will be ready when He comes. 


What Will Happen to Those Who 
Remain? 

There is but one answer. Heb. 9:27, 
“It is appointed unto man once to 
die, but after this the judgment.” 

Belshazzar prepared a great feast 
and in the middle of it used the sa- 
cred goblets from the sanctuary at 
Jerusalem. While they were eating 
and drinking and having a hilarious 


time, suddenly there appeared a 
handwriting on the wall, “MENE, 
MENE, TEKEL, UPHARSIN,” Dan. 


5:25. He called his wise men, but they 
could not answer it. Suddenly he re- 
membered Daniel who had _ inter- 
preted a dream for him, and he called 
him. 

“Mene; God hath numbered thy 
kingdom, and finished it.” 

“Tekel; Thou art weighed in the 
balances, and art found wanting. 

“Peres; Thy kingdom is divided, 
and given to the Medes and Persians.” 

Note, “Thou art weighed in the 
balances, and art found wanting.” 
There are two sides to the balance. 
On one side we put your good works; 
on the other, your sins. The balance 
is tipped in the wrong direction, for 
we read: “There is none righteous, 
no not one.” Again, “All our right- 
eousness is as filthy rags.” What if 


Jesus should come today and we had 
not accepted God’s gift of salvation? 
What then? “Thou art weighed in 
the balances, and art found wanting.” 

“It is appointed unto: man once to 
die, and after that the judgment.” 
Will you be just too late when the 
trumpet blows? or will you decide 
your eternal destiny now?

What a Real Christian Will Do 
When Someone “Hurts His Feel- 
ings” 

He will not pout at the whole 
church, and stay at home a month 
of Sundays, nor threaten to “come 
out” or have his name taken from 
the record. He will keep the victory, 
and if he. doesn’t, “mark him.” He 
will not go ‘about telling the whole 
neighborhood what so-and-so said 
to him, or how he was offended, but 
he goes, like the Bible teaches, to 
the person who OFFENDED him, and 
tells him his fault between them 
ALONE. He has an interest in pro- 
tecting his brother, and in keeping 
matters a secret, and only commun- 
ing in private council. He does not 
get “mad” and “bawl him out,” or 
“set him told” and “make him like 
it.” A REAL CHRISTIAN knows that 
they which are spiritual are to re- 
store such in the spirit of meekness, 
considering themselves lest they, too, 
should fall into the same ditch. In 
case a private council will not settle 
the matter, he takes along two or 
three witnesses, and finally, if the 
matter can’t be adjusted, it is to be 
brought before the church. Ninety- 
nine times out of one hundred it will 
never reach the church if people will 
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practice the Bible teaching, IF THEY 
ARE CHRISTIANS (some are not, but 
are hypocrites). “But if ye have bitter 
envying and strife in your hearts, 
glory not, and lie not against the 
truth. This wisdom descendeth not 
from above, but is earthly, sensual, 
devilish. For where envying and 
strife is, there is confusion and every 
evil work.”

is stopping the flood waters of God’s 
love from breaking forth upon our 
churches and sweeping hundreds of 
souls into the Kingdom of God.

When the children of 
Israel had built them an altar of gold 
and worshipped it around the mount, 
God said to Moses, “Let me alone 
and I will destroy them.” God was 
limited to the prayer of Moses; he 
was praying that God would be. merci- 
ful and save them. The prayer of this 
one man saved the destruction of an 
entire nation. The prayers of the 
early church saved the apostle Peter 
from the king’s ultimatum of death. 
John Knox, of Scotland, prayed,“‘Give 
me Scotland or I die.” God saved 
Scotiand from the demoniac power of 
Catholicism. Moody, seeing our cities 
corrupted and vitiated with sin, 
prayed, “Stir our cities and give us 
a mighty revival.” God visited our 
cities with the greatest revival ever 
known in America. 

God is limited by sin in the church 
and in our lives. 

God couldn’t give victory to Joshua 
at Ai because of sin in the camp. 
David said, “If I regard iniquity in 
my heart, God will not hear me.” 
“Heirs together of the grace of life, 
that your prayers be not .hindered.” 
“Ask and receive not.” Division and 
discord will hinder God’s working in 
the Church. 

In conclusion, may I say, Let us 
yield ourselves to God, that He may 
reveal Himself to us and work through 
us, unhindered.
